BOLSHEVIKI FORCES 


REPULSE ATTACK BY 


RUSSIANS IS REPORT

Kransnoyansk, Siberia, Sunday, Jan. 
5.—When trains carrying: allied forces 
westward over the trans-Siberian rail 
reachc,-! this city situated on the left 
bank of the Yeneeel river, they found 
that Russian troops had been fighting- 
against Bolshevik! contingents about 
ten miles to the southward. First re- 
ports of the righting- 
were 
received 


when the trains reachd Kllucklnskaya, 
forty miles to the east. 
At that 
point wounded 
Russians 
were found. 
These- men were given 
aid-by Canadalan surg-eons and were 
brought here. 
According to a Russian colonel, Bol- 
shevist forces numbering about 1,200 
were entrenched In 
villages 
to the 


south, being equipped •with cannon and 
machine guns. Russlon troops advanc- 
ed against them. , Thisi force, number- 
Ing about SCO, was repulsed. The heavy 
snow prevented artillery from being 
brought up to support the advance. In 
tho meantime tho Balshevists 
in' 
a 


neighboring vllalge attacked and there 
was casualties on both sides. The gen- 
eral result was indecisive the colonel 
said. 


At Irkutsk f t was learned that Gen- 
eral Semlnoff had advajiced from Ver- 
khne Udinsk to Misavaya. There was 
some apprehension there as to an at- 
tempt to send troops further west as 
the situation la uncertain -and civil 
war Is general in eastern Siberia. 


It was said that unless the railroads 
Is defended by American and 
allied 


troops there is danger that Omsk will 
be cut off from Vladivostok.

As I look back over the years oE 


long1 ago, in the clays when all show- 
men looked alike to me, and to the 
openinff of the great Forepaug-h show 
o«.rly in March in Madison 
Square 
Garden, New York, -where we would 
show for eight weeks, there was one 
•time in particular and that was the 
first year that I sold tickets in 
New- 
York. 
My office was on what 
was 


known ac tho "Fourth Avenue" end 
of the building. 
It was in that office 
that all the general admission tickets 
•wero sold. 
The Barnum show had 


fibout four ticket sellers, with four 
special offices, in that 
end 
of 
the 


•building. As Adam Forepaugh had a 
lease of the building-, he toid me to fix 
the ticket office to suit myself, and it 
I'thought I could sell all tho tickets 
remodeling the otuce and making 
larger door to see through, to use 
(• own judgment. 
This I did, and 
_. making a window which was large 
enough to sell through, so that there 
were always plenty of hands 
with 


money ready, it did not make hard 
•work for one person. The first after- 
noon I went through the building- to 
tho main office on Madison avenue, 
where I turned in my money to the 
general treasurer, I will never forg-et 
tho famous showmen that were there 
to visit tho opening of the big show—• 
T. Barnum, James A. Bailey,

Cooper,' James Hutchinson, 
"W.

Cole, two ot tho Sells brothers, from 
Columbus, O.; Egbert and.Ellas Howe 
of Hawe's Great London 
show—al! 


men famous in the business for years. 
and was possibly the largest group of 
famous showmen over grouped 
to- 
gether at one time.- And yet there 
was one missing1, and one who possi- 
bly never saw a performance in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, and that was old 
"Uncle" John Robinson of Cincinnati, 
O. 
I call him "Uncle" John for the 
reason that every bootblack," millio- 
and banker ot Cincinnati called 
"Uncle" John for more than half 


It was later in the season that the 
l-'orepaug-h show opened in Cincinnti 
for four days, arriving there early o,n 
Sunday morning-, and as I had noth- 
ing1 to do Sunday afternon I walked 
•over to 
"Uncle", John 
Robinson's 
home, on Vine street, where I spent 
the afternoon visiting -with tho old 
showman. 
To me that afternoon was 


one of the most interesting- of my life. 
While "Uncle" John had a rough ex- 
terior, he was kind-hearted 
and a

early days in ttio business which was 
along about tho time that the Barnum 
& Forepaugh entered 
the 
business 


and tho show and the name of "Robln- 
Inson" Is still prominent before the 
people although "Uncle John" passed 
to tho world beyond years ago.

DRY TOWN DRINKERS 


WERE ASSESSED HIGH 


BY JUDGE MAXFIELD 


Dry-town drinkers contributed a 
large amount of the fines collected by 
the municipal court during the year 
end'ing December 31st. 1918, accord- 
ing to the figures available at the of- 
fice of Judge Maxfield. 
$6 446 38 was 
collected by Judge 


Maxfteld in fines during tho twelve 
months'and tho major portion of the 
money was the result of heavy fines 
given to men from dry towns who in- 
sisted in making Janesville their wa- 


46 s'arly' tn°'the .year of 1018 Judge 
Maxfield decided that Janesville was to 
becoma the mecca for the drinkers of 
the surrounding cities. The first week 
in July was enough to convince the 
judge and h-e decided to give each man 
from the dry towns a severe lecture 
with the hope that they would keep 
away from Janesville. 
Judge Maxfield 
soon 
discovered 
that his lectures were of no avail and 
that the men who sought liquor came 
to Janesville and the majority of them 
got drunk and had to be arrested. 
A warning was then issued by tho 
Judge telling the men that a heavy 
fine awaited all who were brought In- 
to court and admitted that they came 
from dry towns. 
The warning was 
not taken seriously by many and they 
kept on coming. Judge Maxfleld kept 
on receiving them and soon the popu- 
lar line for dry town drinkers was 
twenty-five dollars and costs or thir- 
tyidays for the first offense. 
It took just about tw.p months for 
the men to realize that Judge Max- 
field was in earnest and that he would 
stand no fooling 'from them. 
Then 
they began .to be very careful about 
their actions while in the city. 
The amount of lines collected m 
November and December was far be- 
low the months of July, August, Sep- 
tember and October and .was proof 
that Judge Maxflelcl's idea of hitting 
them hard was a good one and the 
dry town drinkers no 
longer 
made 


Tancsvillo their watering place. 
Jt is noticeable that in November 
and December both months with holi- 
days that the fines were a great deal 
lower than in July, August and Sep- 
tember.

Perhaps never before in the his- 
tory of Rock County has so much 
good work been accomplished among 
tho farmers as was in the year 18 IS. 
Crop production was boosted, many 
big patriotic meeting-is were held, and 
more attention was paid to the raising 
of stock. 
All of these accomplish- 
ments as well as scores of others were 
mainly due to the efforts of the form- 
er County Agricultural Agent, L. A, 
Markham, and to his successor Kmer- 
gency County Agent K. E. Acheson. 
Of course they would not have been 
so successful In their work had it not 
been for the splendid spirit of co- 
operation displayed by the farmers m 
even' matter which was attempted. 
It was this spirit of working together 
that spelled success thus making J918 
vast amount of good was accomplish- 
ed in all parts of the county. 
The 
farm labor Question which was a para- 
the biggest year in Rock County agri- 
cultural circles. 


Up until the time of Mr. Markham's 
resignition in July to go to Russia, a 
mount issue in the spring, was solved

Mr. Mickey Finn, Office Boy, . 


The Journal, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


Deai- Mickey: We read your,column in The Sunday Journal—especially

have perished, slain in bloody riots or 
ruthlessly 'executed by the bolshevik 
.leaders who control a.large part o£ the 
once great empire.

' menace of autocratic militarism sup- 
planted by the menace of bolshevism,

archistic propaganda throughout the
